In his demurrer, filed Monday 
through his counsel, Attorney Roy 
Lewis, Smith avers that his trial before 
the United States court will be an in- 
fringement on the jurisdiction of the 
police department, in that the indict- 
ment against him failed to show that 
the territory embraced in the five-mile 
radius had ever been purchased by the 
United States government, or has by 
any other means become its property. 

The demurrer further states that this

Article 10 of the 
constitution, which declares that all 
powers not delegated to the federal 
government are reserved for the states, 
was cited. Trial was postponed in this 
case until Wednesday, when the arti- 
cles set forth in the demurrer will he 
taken up by the court, and it will be 
ascertained whether or not he can be 
tried on this charge. Smith asserts that 
he was tried in the recorder’s court for 
the alleged violation of a city ordi- 
nance, and that he cannot be tried on

The adjutant general's office on Mon- 
day received complaint from several 
local boards of Atlanta that the 4dis- 
trict board has not certified enough 
negroes to make up a 17 per cent quota 
to go to Camp Gordon this week. The 
department referred these complaints 


to the district board and the board will 
endeavor to make sufficient certifica- 
tions between now and Wegnesday to 
make up this quota. 

Word from Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder is to the effect that some 
states likely will be allowed to wait} 
a week later before their 17 per cent 
quota of negroes is sent to camp. In 
view of the.fact that the local boards 
of Georgia all have their instructions 
and are ready to send their negroes 
out on the schedule which has been 
prepared, the provost marshal general 
has authorize Georgia to send its 
quota as planned. 

Lumpkin county, which was ordered 
to send six negroes to Camp Gordon 
as the 17 per cent quota of that coune 
ty, has informed the adjutant generale 
office that in the original eall only 
four negroes were included: that two 
of these were exempted, and that 
third failed to respond. In view of 
this condition Lumpkin county has only 
one negro to send to Camp Gordon.

It is for DeKalb.county now to say what 
it proposes to do toward remedying the in- 
tolerable highway conditions between the 
DeKalb-Fulton boundary line and Camp 


Gordon; and for its word to be speedily fol- 


lowed by action. 

Before the war department had finally 
detected the Silver Lake site for the Camp 
Gordon cantonment, R. J. Freeman, com- 
missioner of rcads and revenue of DeKalb 
county, assured Ivan E. Allen, president of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, that— 


& “If the government should decide to 
locate this post in DeKalb county, ! 
will agree to grade und pave a read 
from said post to Decatur, Ga., or to con- 
nect with a paved road in Fulton coun- 
ty, as may be desired by the covernment 


officials.” 

. Such a pledge in the name of the county 
is all that could have been asked-for; and 
undoubtedly it had considerable bearing 
upon the government's final decision to put, 
the cantonment where it is. 

But the mere promise did not either 
grade nor pave the highway in question. The 
result has been the almost complete isola- 
tion of the camp by mud—and the winter 
rainy season has not begun yet! 

If Commissioner Freeman’s present atti- 
tude is expressed by his purported assistant, 
who told Major J. N. Pease last Saturday 
that “DeKalb doesn’t 
thing at all,” then somebody else has got to 
supersede DeKalb in this matter, because 
something has got*to be done! 

This assistant, speaking from Mr. Free- 
man’s office, is declared by Major Pease to 
have said: 


“DeKalb county is receiving no bene- 
fits from the proximity of Camp Gordon, 
while Atlanta is getting ail the benefits.

Such an expression comes far short of 
. harmonizing with Mr. Freeman’s promise of 
a few months previously, and it is wothink- 
able that Mr. Freeman would concur in it 
were he present. The public would rather 
believe that Mr. V. S. Morgan, in charge of 
the DeKalb county roads during Mr. Free- 
man’s absence, more correctly expressed 
the attitude of the commissioner and of 
DeKalb county when he said: that— 


the county is ready and willing to do all 
that is possible,“and will do whatever it 
is possible for it to do. 


That Mr. Freeman’s original pledge, em- 


bodied in his letter to Mr. Allen, was given 
in good faith is indicated by the fact that 
immediately subsequent to his giving it he 
took as advanced steps as he legally could 
do to fulfill it—by immediately calling for 
bids for the improvement of the highway.

It is peculiarly gratifying to the people 
of Atlanta, and, in truth, to Georgians in 
general, that Colonel Orville H. Hall, Major 
Walter J. Preston and Captain William S.

Army; Administration; Army Regulations.

FOREWORD. 

At the suggestion of Colonel Walter M. 
Whitman, commanding the Three Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth infantry, national army, 
this pamphlet has been compiled for the in- 
formation of the selectmen of. the regiment. 

There is little that is original in it, most 
of the data having been obtained from serv- 
ice manuals, and from the excellent books of 
Colonel James A. Moss and Colonel P. M. 
Ashburn. 

My thanks are due Selectman Charles E. 
Snodgrass, Headquarters company, Three 
Hun@red and Twenty-fifth infantry, who 
painstakingly took the dictation and tran- 
scribed the notes. 

If this little book helps any selectman 
over the hard places and smoothes the way 
for him, I am amply repaid for my labor.

ARMY: The army of the United States at 
present is composed of the regular army, 
the national ‘guard and the national army. 

The regular army copfprises 64 regiments 
of infantry, 26 regiments of cavalry, 21 reg- 
iments of field artillery, a coast artillery 
corps, and several headquarters with their 
detachments and troops. There are also cer- 
tain departnients, some of which are the gen- 
eral staff corps, to assist in preparation for 
war; the adjutant general's department, 
which keeps the records; the inspector gener- 
al’s department, which makes inspections: the 
judge advocate general's department, which 
handles legal matters; the quartermaster’s 
corps, in charge of supplies: the medical de- 
partment, which looks after the ‘sick and 
wounded; the corps of engineers, which con- 
structs field works, roads, etc.; the ordnance 
department, which manufactures ammunition 
and guns; and the signal corps, which estab- 
lishes and maintains all lines of communica- 
tion. 

The national guard consists of the reg- 
ularly enlisted militia, between the ages of 
18 and 45, and is organized as prescribed 
for the regular army. It may be noted here 
that the militia of the United States is com- 
posed of all able-bodied male citizens, and 
all other able-bodied males who have de- 
clared their intention to become citizens, who 
are more than 18 and not more than 45 
years of age. 

The vice president of the United States, 
judges, governors of states and other per- 
sons, too numerous to mention here, are ¢x- 
empted by law from militia duty. 

The national army, as we know, is com- 
posed of drafted men, especially selected from 
amongst their fellows for their mental, mor- 
al and physical ability to be soldiers. In 
the first draft there were called about 600,- 
000 men. 


\ Infantry troops are organized into compa- 


nies, under recent regulation of 6 officers 
and 250 men each, battalions, regiments, bri- 
gades and divisioris, the arrangement of 
which may be briefly described as follows: 

Four companies’ form a battalion: 
battalions with a headquarters company, a 
supply company and a machine gun company, 
a regiment; two regiments and a machine 
gun battalion of 3 companies, a brigade: two 
infantry brigades, a machine gun battalion of 
4 companies, one field artillery brigade, and 
the trains, constitute a division, to which 1s 
attached other units known as auxillary 
troops. ‘ 

A company is commanded by a captain, 
a battalion by a major, a regiment by a colo- 
nel, a brigade by a brigadier general and a 
division by a major general. 

Administration: The administration of a 
military organization includes providing it 
with arms, ammunition, clothing, equipmént 
and rations. It also consists of the keeping 
of records, rendering reports and returns, the 
care of. government property, and the dis- 
bursement of any funds of the organization 
which may accrue from various sources. The 
administrative work of the regiment as a 
whole is done by the adjutant, assisted by the 
sergeant major and such clerks as may be 
necessary, supervised by the colonel and the 
lieutenant colonel. This work is done at the 
regimenthl headquarters. The administrative 
work of the company, which .more nearly 
touches the soldier, is done in the company 


three . 


orderly room, which is the captain’s office 
and is under the direct supervision of the 
captain, assisted by his lieutenants. The ac- 
tual clerical work is done by the company 
clerk, atthough the first sergeant gencrally 
takes a hand in it. The following is a list 


of the books and records which are required 


to be kept in every company: 


The morning réport, ‘which shows the ex- 
act daily status of every member of the com- 


pany. \ 7 

The sick report, which contains the names 
of all enlisted men needing medical atten-: 
tion. 

The duty roster, in which is kept a rec- 
ord of all duty’ done by the men of the com- 
pany, such duty being called a “detail.” 

A file of all orders received and issued. 

A company fund book, in which is kept 
a complete record of the receipts and ,ex- 
penditures of the company fund. 

A company target record, which shows 
the result of the marksmanship of each sol- 
dier. 

A correspondence book, in which Is en- 
tered a brief-notation of every letter sent and 
received. 

A service record for every man, contain- 
ing the complete history of the soldier from 
the time he enters tne service until he is 
discharged. 

A delinquency book, in ‘which is entered 
the names of soldiers requiring punishment 
other than by court-martial, and which is 
administered by the company commander. 

A property book, in which is kept a rec- 
ord of all the ordnance and quartermaster 
property in possession of the members of 
the company. 

A document file, which contains the orig- 
inal communications received and copies of 
those sent. 

In addition, payrolls, muster rolls and 
monthly returns are made out in the orderly 
room. 

Under the heading of ‘administration, in 
so far as it refers to enlisted men, comes 
the granting of furloughs and passes; the 
transfer of enlisted men from one organiza- 
tior®to anothér; their discharge, and the prep- 
aration of the necessary papers; action to 
be remy the case of the death of an en- 
listed an, the notification to his relatives 
and thecollection and proper disposal of 
his personal effects; and the preparation of 
chayges against an offender, for the purpose 
of securing his trial by court-martial. 

.It must be borne itn mind, therefore, that 
the administration of the company is of the 
greatest importance and that it requires care 
and intelligence on the part of all connected 
with it, that no injustice be done an indi- 
vidual and that the government be fairly 
dealt with. 

Army Regulations: The army regulations, 
of which you will hear a great deal during 
your military service, are regulations pub- 
‘ished by the secretary of war by direction 
of the president of the United States, who its 
commander-in-chief of the army, for the gov- 
ernment and guidance of officers and enlist- 
ed men. They are not law, but are regula- 
tions merely, having, however, the same 
binding effeet upon the army as though they 
were law. 

Articles of War: The articles of war, on 
the other hand, are statutes passed by con- 
gress and are a part of the laws of the land, 
having no application, however, to anyone not, 
in the military service oy connected with it. 
Certain of these articles must be read and ex- 
plained to every soldier at the time of his 
enlistment or muster in, or within 6 days 
thereafter, and also read and explained to 
the company once every 6 months. 

The army regulations govern the service 
in all its every-day routine duties, while the 
articles of war provide for the punishment of 
military offenses and compare, therefore, 
with the criminal code of civil life.

Says Men Are Needed 
As Much on Farm 
As in the Trenches 


Editor Constitution: As I look at the 
lists that are published in the daily papers 
of the large numer asking exemption from 
mélitary service for agricultural reasons, and 
see that no exemptions are granted—nothing 
given them but an extension of time to De- 
cember 1: and as I recall all the speeches 
Il have read, made by those in authority in 
which was unanimously voiced the idea that 
the man on the farm was as much needed as 
the soldier at the front, I wonder at» the 
process of reasoning in the minds of those 
who are responsible for the refusal of any 
agricultural exémptions, and I wonder what 
the effect will be on the answer we will 
make to the great question of feeding the 
world—as has been urged upon us by tongue 
and press as the patriotic duty of the Amer- 
ican farmer to win this war; and I further 
wonder as to the effect of this depletion 
of our farms on the future of our state. 

The situation in Georgia—in the south— 
where we have a large preponderance of 
negroes in the agricultural districts is differ- 
any other section of our country. 
The negroes are only food producers under 
the direction of the white man. The truth of 
this statement is within the Knowledge of 
every observant man in the country. I do 
not know of a single negro—cropper, renter 
or landowner—who makes sufficient food for 
his family and stock, or who sells any wheat, 
corn, oats, barley, rye, beef or hogs. 

Many of them make a part of what they 
consume, and buy the balance, and promise 
to make cotton enough to pay for ‘‘the bal- 
ance’* and. often do not get that far in their 
settlement. On most farms, where negroes 


work,. some of them for wages, some as 
croppers, some as renters, the wages crowd, 
under the direction of the land owner, has 
to produce most of the food for the farm. 
{f tne head of the farm of this kind be taken 
for war service, whether he is owner or 
renter, leaving nothing but _——~ croppers

ARRESTED IS NOT CURED. 


In an address delivered by Dr. Alfred 
Gordon at the commencement of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, Boston, June, 
1917, and published in The New York Medi- 
cal Journal, July -28, 1917, under the title, 
Race Betterment,” the following passage 
appears: 3 : 

“Once the individual is syphilitic it is 
difficult, if not impossible, to establish event- 
ual complete recovery. The primary and 
even secondary manifestations may be re- 
moved but there is no guarantee whatsoever 
that years after the initial infection the 
potential syphilitic will not manifest some 
Srave organic disorder im the central nervous 
System against which science is powerless.” 

That is one reason why, in recording the 
medical history, doctérs generally write: 
“Patient denies venereal infection.” The 
phrase implies that the denial may be 
prompted by ignorance or by false pride. It 
also implies another fact, namely, that a 
physician may think of syphilis being ar- 
rested, just as tuberculosis may be arrested, 
by thorough treatment: but he is unwilling 
to think it has been cured by some other 
Physician. For if it had been cured there 
would be no occasion to inquire about it in 
eliciting the patient’s medical history. 

Writing about the inefficacy of the intra- 
spinal injection of salvarsan in the treatment 
of nervous lesions caused by late syphilis, 
Dr. B. Sachs (Journal American Medical As- 
sociation, September 1, 1917) observes that 
besides the greater danger of such method of 
administration the results seem no better 
and often inferior to the results of injecting 
the remedy into the vein. He also insists 
that the successful treatment of syphilis of 
the nervous system demands intensive sal- 
varsan administration, by which he means 
injections of full doses given into a vein 
every three or four days until from twenty 
to fifty injections have been given in all. 
This is a far cry from the original dream 
of one curative dose of 606! 

More and more the study of syphilis and 
its treatment forces us to admit that an 
arrest of the disease is the best result we 
can hope for, inrrespective of any Wasser- 
mann or other biood tests. The blood test 
is by no means final proof of a cure. In- 
deed, it is only corroborative evidence, to 
be considered together with the clinical ex- 
amination of the patient. 

Once an individual acquires tuberculosis, 
he is always going to harbor-the disease in 
his system, although everybody knows now 
that by suitable treatment the disease will 
be arrested in the great majority of cases 
and the individual may outlive most of his 
non-turberculous friends, provided he never 
forgets the necessity of living hygienically. 
The same applies to syphilis.

1. Is there any sure cure for diabetes? 
2. Must one live strictly on a diet free from 
sugars and starches? 3. How long will a 
person 35 years old live if he diets all the 
time?

ANSWER—1. So far as my knowledge 
goes there is no sure cure for any aidiment 
under the sun. 2. No, in fact it is harm- 
ful and dangerous to exclude all sugars and 
starches from the diet—a certain amount of 
these elements of food is indispensable for 
life. The problem in each individual case of 
diabetes is to determine by tests the indi- 
vidual’s tolerance for sugars and starches— 
there is always a capacity to assimilate and 
utilize a certain amount of such elements— 
and then to arrange a daily menu which 
keeps the quantity of sugars and starches 
within that limit. 3. This is a foolish qués- 
tion, when you consider that diabetes is a 
variable functional deficiency in each case. 
4. The cause Of diabetes is not as yet known; 
it may be a hereditary incapacity to meta- 
bolizé or utilize the normal amount of 
starches and sugars, but the actual cause 
has not been determined.

AND WOMAN HELD 


Rolfe P. McQuellen Makes 
Vain Plea to Court Not to 
Hold ,Pretty Companion, 

| Declaring. Her Innocent. 


Bond for Rolfe P.. McQuelien, alias 


“Captain” Robert Stewart Davis, alias 
“Captain” Wilson, of Hamilton, Ont., 
-and other places, who was taken into 
custody by agents of the department of 
justice at Terminal Station Saturday 
night, charged with impersonating an 
officer of the United States army, with 
intention to defraud, was placed Mon- 
day afternoon at $5,000 by United States 
Commissioner W. C. Carter, before 
whom he was arraigned for hearing. 

The handsomely-gowned young wom- 
an who was arrested with him on the 
charge of being an accomplice, was 
held in bond of $2,500. Both were re- 
committed to the Tower in default of 
bond, pending their removal Tuesday 
to .Jacksonville, where they will be 
tried. 

During the course of the hearing, it 
was charced that McQuellen had mas- 
queraded in the guise of lieutenant and 
captain in the United States army, in a 
number of cities in which he stopped 
with the woman. 

Not His Wife, They Say. 

Department of justice office™s, who 
arrested the pair, stated that they had 
information that the woman who had 
passed as McQuellen’s wife, was in 
reality the wife of Walter Lester Marx, 
of Chicago. They also averred that 
McQullen had a wife somewhere in one 
of the northern states. Both were in- 
sistent in their denial of this state- 
ment. 

McQuellen had admitted his culpa- 
bility in passing the bogus checks, but 
stoutly maintained that the woman 
was in no way concerned in any of his 
misdemeanors. 

McQuellen was represented by At- 
torney Arminius Wright, - of Atlanta. 
Mr. Wright pleaded that inasmuch as 
the defendant had admitted to cashing 
checks in Jacksonville thag aggregated 
$480 and others at other places, he be 
allowed bond in the sum of $500, and 
asked that the woman not be held, de- 
claring her guilt had never been 
established. 

Assistant District Attorney Paul Car- 
penter argued that bail should not be 
fixed at less than $5,000 or $10,000 for 
each. Commis sioner Carter than fixed 
bail at $5,000 for the man and $2,500 
for the woman. 

, Then Became Captain. 

McQuellen, in company with the 
woman, started out from Chicago, some 
time ago, it is stated, passing himself 
as a first lieutenant in the United 
States army, but later, finding out that 
captain’s checks could be passed as 
easily as those of a first. lieutenant, he 
selected the higher rank. 

Their tour included practically every 
city of amy consequence between Chi- 
cago and Jacksonville, including Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland, Louisyille, Spartan- 


rg and Jacksonville. 

F aeecestion and the woman had been 
qtrailed by these agents for about a 
month in a pursuit that Ied from Mem~ 
phis to New Orleans and St. Louis and 
other cities.

“The Grady monument—one re- 
grets. to say it—isless fortunate 
as a work of art than as a deserved 
symbol of remembrance. Grady not 
only ought to have a monument, 
but as one whose writings prove him 
to have been a man of taste, he 
ought to have a better one than 
this poor mid-Victorian thing, 
placed in the middle of a wide, busy 
street, with Fords parked all day 
long about its haee.

“As a managing editor, Grady 
had the kind of enterprise which 
made James Gordon Bennett such 
a dashing figure in newspaper life, 
and The New York Herald such a 
complete newspapem—the kind of 
enterprise that charters tugs and 
special trains, and at all hazards 
gets the story it is after. Back 
in early eighties Grady was run- 
ning The.Atlanta Constitution in 
just that way. If a big story 
‘broke; in any of 
around Atlanta, he would not wait 
upon train schedules, but “would 
hire an engine and send his men 
to the scene. Once, following a 
sensational murder, he learned that 
The Birmingham Age-Herald had 
a big story dealing with develop- 
ments in the case. He wired The 
Age-Herald, offering $500 for the 
story. When his offer was refused 
Grady knew that if he could not 
devise a way to get the story At- 
lanta would be flooded next day 
with Age-Heralds containing the 
‘beat’ on The Constitution. He at 
once chartered a locomotive and 
rushed two reporters and four tele- 
graph operators down the line to- 
ward Birmingham. At Anniston,’ 
Ala., the locomotive met the train 
which was bringing Age-Heralds 
to Atlanta. A copy of the paper 
was secured. The Constitution 
men then broke into a telegraph 
office and wired the story in to 
their paper, with the result that 
The Constitution was out with the 
full story before the Birmingham 
papers reached Atlanta. 

“Atlanta was at that time a town 
of only about 40,000 inhabitants, 
but The Constitution, in the days 
of Howell and Grady, had a circu- 
lation four times greater than the 
total population of the city—a 
Situation almost unheard of in 
journalism. 

“The most widely celebrated in- 
dividual ever connected with The 
Constitution was. Joel Chandler 
Harris, many of whose ‘Uncle Re- 
mus’ stories—those negro folk tales 
still supreme in their field—ap- 
peared originally in that paper. 
Anyone who recollects these stories 
as being merely entertaining had 


‘better reread. them, for, humorous 


though they assuredly are, and ob- 
servant and truthful down to the 
last subtle detail, they could not 


_ have attained their sure place in 


literature were they not saturated 
with the essence of human nature. 
In view of Mr. Harris’ achievement 
it is pleasant to recall that there 
was paid to him during his life 
one of the finest tributes that an 
author can reeeive: as with ‘Mr. 


Dooley’ of our day, he came, him-. 


self, to be affectionately referred 
to by the name of the chief char- 
acter in his work. ‘Uncle Remus’ 
he was, and ‘Uncle Remus’ he will 
always be. Mr. Harris’ eldest son, 
Julian, widely known as a jour- 
nalist, is said to have been the lit- 
tie boy to whom ‘Uncle Remus’ told 
his tales. 

“Though there is, as yet, no pub- 
lic monument in Atlanta to Joel 
Chandler Harris, the ‘Wren's 
Nest,’ his former home, at 214 Gor- 
don street, is fittingly preserved 
as a memorial. Visitors may see 
the old letter box fastened to a 
tree by the gate—thar box in which 
a wren built*her nest, giving the 
house its name. It is a Simple old 
house with the air of a home about 
it, and the intimate possessions of 
the author lie about as he left 
them. 

“It was through the instrumen- 
tality of ‘Uncle Remus’ that Frank 
L. Stanton, who has for twenty- 
five years conducted a column of 
verse and humorous Paragraphic 
comment, under the heading ‘Just 
From Georgia,’ on the editorial 
page of The Constitution, joined 
that paper. Some idea of the high 
estimation in which Mr. Stanton is 
held in his state is to be gathered 
from the fact that ‘Frank L. Stan- 
ton day’ is annually celebrated in 
the Géorgia schools.” 


AMONG THE 
MISSING. 


Of other Atlanta features Mr. Street 
says: 


“My Baedeker, dated 1909, opens 
its description of Atlanta with the 
Statement that the German consul 
there is Dr. E. Zoepfel. I doubt it— 
but let us pass over that. It de- 
scribes Atlanta as ‘a Prosperous 
commercial and industria] city, and 
an important railroad center, well 
situated, 1,030-1,175 feet above the 
sea, enjoying a healthy and brac- 
ing. climate.’ .That is true. At- 
lanta is, if I mistake not, the high- 
est situated important city east of 
Denver, and I believe her climate 
is in part responsible for her en- 
ergy, 4s it is also for the fact that 
her vegetation is more like that 
of a northern than a southern city, 
elms and maples, rather than mag- 
nolias, being the trees of the At- 
lanta streets. 

“Baedeker gave Atlanta about 
90,000 inhabitants in 1909, but the 
census of 1910 jumped her up to 
more than 150,000, while the esti- 
mate of 1914 in the ‘World Alma- 
nac’ credits her with about 180,000. 
Moreover, in the Almanac’s list of 
the largest cities of the earth, At- 
lanta comes twentieth from the top. 
It is my duty, perhaps, to add that 
the list is arranged alphabetically 
—which reminds me that “some 
cynic has suggested that there may 
have been an alphabetical arfange- 
ment of names, also, in the cele- 
brated list in which Abou Ben Ad- 
hem’s ‘name led all the rest.’ 

“As to the ‘healthy and. bracing 
climate,’ I know that Atlanta is 
cool and lovely in the spring, and 
that her summer climate is go phe- 
nomenally cool that prosperous

families do not make it a practice 
to absent themselves from home 
during the summer, according to 
the corresponding class in many 

’ other cities, northern as well as 
southern. Her chief industrial 
drawback consists in railroad 
freight rates unmodified by water 
competition. She has a number of 
factories, but not so many as her 
strategic position would seem to 
justify. 

“Atianta’s line of business is 
largely office business; many great 
corporations have their headquar- 
ters -or their general southern 
branches in the city; one of the 
twelve federal reserve banks is 
there, and there are many strong 
banks. Indeed, I suppose Atlanta 
has more bankers, in proportion to 
her population, than any bther city 
in the United States. Some of 

these bankers are active citizens 
and permanent residents of the 
city; others have given up banking 
for the time being and are in tem- 
porary residence at the federal 
penitentiary. é 

“The character of commerce car- 
ried on naturally brings to At- 
lanta large numbers of prosperous 
and able men—corporation  offi- 
cials, branch managers, manufac- 
turers’ agents, and the Jike—with 
the result that the city is full of 
vigor and enterprise, reminding 
one, in this respect, of Detroit.

MEMORIAL. 

“Of all Atlanta’s undertakings, 
planned or accomplished, that 
which most interested my. compan- 
ion and me was the one for turn- 
ing a mountain into a sculptured 
monument to the Confederacy. 

“Sixteen miles to the east of the 
city the layer of granite which un- 
derlies the region etuck its back 
up, so to speak, forming a great 
smooth bump, known as _ Stone 
mountain. This mountain is one of 
America’s natural wonders. Gut- 
zon Borglum, the sculptor, whose 
plan for making the mountain into 
a memorial has been accepted, and 
who has himself been ‘commis- 
sioned to take charge of the work, 
has called Stone mountain “the 
largest pebble in the world.” 


“There has been great rejoicing 
in Atlanta over the raising of funds 
for the establishment there of two 
new. universities, Emory and Ogle- 
thorpe. Emory was founded in 
1914, as the result of a feud which 
developed in Vanderbilt university, 
located at Nashville, Tenn., over 
the question as to whether the in- 
stitution should be controlled by 
the board of bishops of the South- 
ern Methodist Episcopal church or 
by the university trustees, who 
were not so’much interested in the 
development of the sectarian side 
of the university. The fight was 
taken to the courts, where the trus- 
tees won. As a result, Methodist 
influence and support were with- 
drawn from Vanderbilt, which 
thenceforward became a non-secta- 
rian college, and Emory was start- 
ed—Atlanta having been selected as 
its home because nearly a million 
and a half dollars was raised in At- 
lanta to bring it there. 

Oglethorpe is to be a Presbyte- 
rian institution, and starts off with 
a Anillion dollars. ,

Of Atlanta’s shortcomings, Mr. Street 
has this to say: 
“But as the thoroughbred, lov- 
ing large and astonishing achieve- 


ment, lacks the humbler virtues of 
the reliable family carriage horse, 
Atlanta, it cannot be denied, has 
‘les defauts de ses qualites.’

MOVING TO OUST 
~— TAREE SENATORS 


Organizations Ask for Ex- 
pulsion of La Follette, 
Gronna and Stone—Com- 
mittee to Consider Peti- 
tions. 


Washington, October § 1.—Petitions 
from New York organizations seeking 
expulsion from the senate of Senators 
La Follette, of Wisconsin; Gronna, of 
North Dakota, and Stone, of Missouri, 
were formally presented in the senate 
today by’ Senator Wadsworth, of New 
York, and referred without action to 
the senate privileges and elections com- 
mittee. 

Similar petitions, but directed only at 
Senator La Follette, were presented 
last week by Senator Kellogg, of Min- 
nesota, and also some received by Vice 
President Marshall. No action on any 
of the petitions is planned at this time, 
by senate leaders. 

Senator Wadsworth’s memorials in- 
cluded identic ‘resolutions from the 
Rotary club, of Ithaca, N. Y., and the 
G. A. R. post of Trumansburg, N. Y., 
reciting alleged obstruction of Senators 
La Follette and Stone of measures need- 


ed to prosecute the war and asking 
that Senators Wadsworth and Calder 
take steps necessary to remove “such 
— of the country’”’ from the sgen- 
ate. 

Vice President Marshall also today 
presented another lot of petitions, let- 
ters and telegrams from various organ- 
izations and individuals on the same 
general subject. Included were printed 
circular petitions indicating that many 
such. are being circulated and probably 
will reach the senate in great num- 
bers. 

In reply to one correspondent Vice 
President Marshall pointed out that, 
while the senate may expel a member, 


jthe initiative must come from a sen- 


ator and cannot be forced by an indi- 
vidual or organization.

class of the National Leag 
backstops ‘when he dons his win 
pad and shin guards. But 'twas 
not always thus. 

Five years ago the Newark 
bugs wanted McCarty sold, traded 
or qanned, they didn’t care which. 
That was because biz Mac wasn't 
hitting the ball. He finished the 
season with a clouting mark of 
only .182 for 62 games. The same 
fans, however, changed their 
opinions the following year. For 
Lew pasted the old onion for an 
average of .359 and they called 
him the best catcher this side of 
Mars and to prove it, the man- 
agement sold him to Brooklyn. 

If McCarty’s showing last year 
is a sample of his real form, then 
the Giants have one of the best 
catchers who ever busted a fin- 
ger. He hit .339 in 80 games, 
handled both the Brooklyn and 
Giant twirlers with rare judg- 
ment and skill, turned back a 
flock of speed metchants on the 
bases and by his masterly all-

like a million dollars, 

This big receiver first attracted 
attention when he played semi- 
professional ball with Danville, 
Pa., in 1909. He was rated then 
as an average catcher with a

signed him and McCarty contin- 
ued his slugging to such an ex- 
tent that the rattle of his war 
club was heard ‘way over in New- 
ark. He started with the latter 
club in 1911, was sold to Brook- 
lyn in 19138 and last year, dur- 
ing the heat of the pennant race, 
the .Dodgers traded him to New 
York for Merkle. 

The only excuse for the act, 
from Brooklyn's viewpoint, lay in 
the fact that Daubert was injured 
and it was imperative that the 
Dodgers get an experienced first- 
sacker immediately.
